Fiscal Analysis

The bill would require the Higher Education Coordinating Board to establish a method for assessing
the quality and effectiveness of academic advising services available to students at each institution of
higher education. The method of assessment established would include the use of student surveys and
would identify objective, quantifiable measures for determining the quality and effectiveness of
academic advising services at an institution of higher education. This provision would expire on
October 1, 2010.

The bill would aso require the Higher Education Coordinating Board to establish and direct a
committee of representatives from two-year and four-year institutions of higher education and degree-
granting career schools to study and make recommendations regarding the transferability of coursesin
the core curriculum between degree-granting career schools or colleges and institutions of higher
education. The Board would report the recommendations to the chair of each standing committee of
the legislature with primary jurisdiction over higher education. This provision would expire
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on September 1, 2011.
M ethodology

The Higher Education Coordinating Board has indicated that the academic advising assessment
provision would require hiring an outside consulting firm with expertise in this area. They have
estimated that ateam of four consultants working 40 hours aweek with the standard consultant pay
rate of $35 per hour would cost $5,600 per week. Assuming it would take 16 weeks to complete the
project, the estimaated |abor cost would $89,600. They have aso estimated an additional $10,000
would be needed for travel and incident expenses resulting in atotal general revenue cost of $99,600
in fiscal year 2010.

The Higher Education Coordinating Board has indicated that the second provision of the bill dealing
with the course transfer study could be absorbed within existing resources

L ocal Government Impact
